And Ezekze/the Lord fert to pour out Judgments upon the 
Jews tgr their Adultery, and ſaid, Thatthey were old in Adul- 
teriesz and they went a whoring after the Heathen, and were 
polluted with their Idols, and had ſorgottenthe Lord, and caft 
him behind their backs; Through their lewdneſs and whoredoms 
they have committed Adultery, and blood u mn their hands. And 
you may ſee the 23 Chapter throughout, They have commit- 
ted whoredoms in Egypt :* they have committed whoredoms m 
their youth : there were their breaſts preſſed, and there tl ey 
bruiſed theteats of their Virginity O let all that arecalled 
by the name ot Chriſtians have a care of this ſpiritual and car- 
nal whoredom, and Ezek.6. I ant broken, ſaith the Lord, 
with their whoriſh heart which hath departed from me, there- 
fore the Lord threatens his Judgments upon them. And again, 
the Lord declareth againſt the Jews monſtrous whoredom and 
adultery, as you may fecin the 16 Chapter. throughout, they 
are compared through their lewdneſs and whoredom , and 
wickedneſs to Sodom. And in Ezek, 43. they are exhorted to 
put away their whore&dms and abominations which had de- 
* filed God's holy Name; fſoought all that are called Chriſtians 
coput away ſuch things that defile God's Name, You may ſee 
how the Lord forbids Adultery in Levit. 20. and you may ſee 
awhat Judgments came upon 1/rael, who committed Adulte 
with the Children of Mgab; and how the Lord brought his 
Judgments upon 1/r4e/, and them' that they committed Adul- 
tery withal, asin Numb. 25. for the Lord faid and command- 
ed, That there ſhould be nowhore of the daughters of Iſrael, 
nor a Sodomite of the Sons of Tfrael, Deut. 23. Then ſurely 
there ought not fo be a whore, nor a Sodomite amongſt them 
that are called Chriſtians ; but when cither Jews, Chriſtians, 
or others, rebels againſt God's good Spirithe hath given to in- 
ſruCt them, thenthey run into whoredoms and adultery, and 
are as bad as the-Sodomites, and profane the Name of God and 
his Son Chriſt Jeſus. | ; 

And what became of 7ezabe/, and all her Prieſts, who 
was called, The Mother of Whoredows and Witchcraft , 
as in 2 Kings 9. 22. Did nother whoredoms, and her bloo-» 
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dy Spirit , aQt together in wickedneſs and blood-ſhedding. 
And the Lord ſent N.ahuxr todeclarc againſt Nireveh, and the 
miery and ruin thereof,and ſaith,FYo to the bloody City.t i; full of 
lies and Robbery, and therefore becauſe of the multitude of the 
whoredoms of the well-fxvoured Hart, the Miſtreſs of Witch- 
crafi, that ſelleth Nations through her whoredom, and Fami- 
lies through her Witchcraft. Behold, I am again thee, ſaith 
the Lord of Hoſt, and I will diſcover thy Skirts upon thy face. 
I w:1! ſbew the Ntions thy nakedn#ſs, and the Kingdoms thy 
ſhame, and1willcaſt abominable filth upon thee, and make thee 
vile z an1will ſet thee as 4 gazing flock, and all they that look. 
upon thee ſhall fly from thee, and ſay, Nineveh is laid waſte, 
Nahum. 3. Now Nineveh had repented at Jonahs Preaching ; 
-but ſee what whoredoms and wickednels ſhe was run into, 
which brought her deftruQion; and thereforelet all that goun- 
d: rthe name of Chriſtians, take heed of ſuch cvils, leſt they 
bring Judgments and deſtruftion, and ruin upon themſelves. 

And Facob's ſons were not able to bear nor endure that She- 
chem ſhould ravifh or defile their ſiſter Dinah, Gen. 34. that 
they. ſhould deal with their Sifter 4 with a Harbt; andit 
grived them, and they were wroth, becauſe he had wrought 
-tolly in T/rael, and therefore that folly is to be kept out of 
Chriſtendom. 

— who was tempted by his Miſtreſs the Egyptian

yet Foſephſaid unto her; How then can IT do this great wicked-

2. he fhews how God Tparednot the Angels- 
that ſinned, nor he ſpared not the old World that ſinned, but 
brought a flood upon the World of ungodly, and ſaved Noah, 
&c. the Preacher of Righteouſneſs; and God turned the Ci- 
tics of Sodom and Gomorrah into aſhes, and condemned and 
overthrew them for their ſin, wickedneſs and uegocach making 
them an example unto all thoſe that after ſhould live ungodly, 
anddelivercd juſt Lot, vexed with the filthy converſation of the 
wicked, for that righteoug man dwelling amongſt them, in ſee- 
ing and hearing, vext his righteous ſoul. from day to.day- with 
theirunlawtul deeds. | ,

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' And now isnot ſpiritual Soderm, which makes a great profef- 
fion of the Old and New Teſtament, as greatagriet to the 
righteous ſouls, who hears and ſces their unlawful deeds? And 
the Apoſtle ſaw in this day ſuch as had torſaken the right way, 
which were as natural bruit Beafts, and ſhould periſh in their 
own corruption,and ſhall receive the reward of unrighteouſheſs, 
as they which count it pleafure to-riot in the day time, ſpots 
they are and blemiſhes, (porting themſelves with their own de- - 
ccivings, . While they feaſt with you ſothe Apoſtle hath mark'd 
them robe known by their 1pors and blemiſhes, having eyes ful 
of adultery, that cannot ccaſe from ſin, beguiling unſtable ſouls, 
a heart they have exerciſed with coveteous practices. Curſed 
Children ; ſo their hearts were not only full of Adultery, bur 
the Apoſtle could ſee that their very eyes were full of Adultery; 
and ſo is it with the ſame {pirit now. Such who have forſaken 
Chriſt the right way; theſe are Wells which have no water in 
them, and Clouds which are carried about with a Tempeſt, to 
whom the miſt of darkneſsis reſerved for ever : ſo Clouds ye 
know are high, and ye know what the Tempeſt is; ſo they are 
known by the Tempeſt, that is, in their Spirit,and their Clouds 
and their great ſwelling words of vanity, &c. Theſe are they 

"that promiſe liberty, and themſelves ſervants of corruption, 
and they tha4tare overcome by them are brought into bondage, 
and it is better for ſuch never to have known the way of righte- 
ouſneſs, then» after they have known, ro turn from the holy 

Commandment; bur itis happened unto them the Dog igturned 
to his vomit, and the Sow to the wallowing inthe mire. Andare 
not thedays of Scoffers come, which walk after their owr vun- 
godly lufts, and not after Chriſt. Youmay ſee how the Apo- 

les eſpecially Paul, Peter, James, John and Jude bore a Te- 
ſtimony againſt all manner of looſeneſs, and ſuch who had 
known the Truth, and run into evil, that their /atter end would 
be worſe than their beginmng. | 

' And you may ſeein Rev. 17. the'mother of gll abomination, 
A woman arrayed in purple and Scarlet, with a golden Cup in 
her hand, fitting upon the Beaſt, which i great Babllon, the mo- 
ther of Harlots, who harloted from God's good Spirit ; this 
mother of Harlots is the abomination of the Earth, which is 
drunk with the blood of the Saints and Martyrs of Jeſus. This -

woman-thefalfe Church,yho is whored ſrom the Spirit of God, 
which is drunk with.the blood of the Martyrs and Saints.
